CHAPTER 45. 

AN ACT to appropriate certain sums of money to the several 
charitable, reformatory and penal institutions to cover de-
ficiencies in the current expense funds of such institutions 
for the balance of the appropriation periods. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

Deficiencies appropriation. SECTION 1. There is hereby 
appropriated out of any moneys in the general fund, not other-
wise appropriated, to the several charitable, reformatory and 
penal institutions for current expenses of such institutions to 
the end of the appropriation periods. June 30, 1907, in addition 
to balance on hand, the sums of money named below : 

To the Wisconsin State Hospital for the Insane, twenty-five 
thousand dollars; to the Wisconsin School for the Deaf, eighteen 
thousand dollars; to the Wisconsin School for the Blind, three 
thousand dollars; to the State Public School, six thousand dol-
lars. 

SEurtoN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
